This internal current of matter becomes puri- 


fied and cleansed, as it passes through to the 
centre of the earth, which is ia hot, liquid 
state, in most planets.

‘These primitive conditions in a sun or planet,

And as these 
currents ‘How south, they are met by the attract- 
ive curftnts of the South Pole, on the centre of 
the earth, where they furm an equator Here 
all the light, or drossy particles cf matter, are 
repelled by this counter current, and are 
thrown off from the earth as far as its positive 
and negative condition will permit, where it is 
there held, and forms into a belt or ring, around 
the earth, like those of Saturn. They are thick- 
er over the equator than at the Poles. 
Wolle the matter which is still more pure and 
positive, is carried by, or through this equator. 
fal line and attracted into the negative or South 
Pole, where it becomes still more purified by the 
heat within, until itis suitably developed to be- 
come part and parcel of this planet, when it is 
tarried by natural attraction, to parts ot its own 
affinity, and puts on formation, 


Hence, you see that all planets are continually 


drawing inorganic or gross matter from space, 
and digesting it,in its own peculiar way, to form 
the growth and development of its own body. 


In eo doing, it throws oH that which is too 


for its own organization into space, where 


‘It forms into a belt of nebulous matter around 


its own ccntre ; and these belts, in time, become 
thick, ang obstruct, in part, this hest and light 
present centre. which causes a 
partially negative state of the earth below them 
to gradually. take place. f - 

This negative state of the earth causes It to 
do attracted towards the bun, in like proportion, 
also, to gradually shrink in size, causing earth 
quakes, as tho surface gradually yields fto the 
negative conditions within and without. As 
our earth gradually moves toward the sun, 
which it has dete ever since it was thrown fur- 
ther off, at tho birth of the Moon, caused by tho 
breaking of similar belt, it has continued from 
that time to become more cold and negative. 
The ndrthern regions were once covered with 
a green verdure, and inhabited by the elephant 
and other kindred quadru 
deen driven nearer juator by the growth 
oficebergs at the Pole, Which has steadily been 
forming, and drawing the equator ever 
since. Consequently. our -summers have been 
gradually growing shorter, and odr winters 
longer in this latitude, and will continue so to 
do until the next great change takes place 
which is now nesr at hand, and of which, I am 
goon to speak.

A medium myself, you must know how ludi- 
crous and absurd appears the action of the late 
National Association in its proposition to " de- 
eide tho claims of mediomship!” As if in this 
incipient stage of spiritual science, any commit- 
tee of fallible, iggorant critics, could “ decide” 
the genuineness of a quality or power whose 
results must necessarily prove unlimited! It is 
mere sophistry and pharisaic pretention, when 
any one individual or set of individuals promis- 
es a complete solution of that problem in man's 
immortal nature, expressed in the simple term, 
“mediumsbip!” When our conventional mouth- 
Pieces cease to utter such fallacious arguments 
as have no basis in truth, and come with tender 
souls and gentle loving hearts toa pure angelic 
communion with the powers that be, they will 
discover in the realm of cause very much of that 
which they now ascribe to the efect. ` 


Hitherto. all critical committees and self- 
elected judges lu this matter, have made the 
medium accountable to their unenlightened un- 
derstanding and educated prejudice. Within a 
few weeks, I called upon a poor condemned and 
exiled medium—a woman, whose great pleading 
eyes have been veiled from God's glad, beautiful 
sunshine, and earth's glorious landscape of 
teeming soll and singing waters, for long weary’ 
months. A woman, in the foll, sweet blush of 
fresh maturity, with the rich, golden promise of 
years upon her, went out upon the ocean of 
mediumistic life, and trustingly pressed her- 
tender feet to the restless waves that ever come 
and go, obedient to the Christ that led her on, 
no sooner had her graceful w fallen 
there, than one of the sharks of carnal um- 
bition marked her as his prey! The temptation 
to enrich himself and support his family at the 
expense of the lonely woman, was too much for 
his weak conscience, and from that moment all’ 
kinds of promiscuous magnetisms were admit- 
ted to the miediumistic circle, to say rothing of 
the positive, oppressive, and even tyrannizing 
infiuence of his more impetuous and exacting 
disposition. From the most remarkable and 
‘satisfactory proofs of-disembodied power in va- 
rious phenomena, the manifestations gradually 
assumed tha character of sheer imposture, and 
the medlum was publicly denounced; and 
strango to say, all up and down the land, Lectu- 
rera and Mediums, still blind, an1 ignorant of 
the cause, poured forth the burning tale. Sink- 
ing upon the firery billows, going down from 
human loveand sympathy, some noble and true 
souls refused to let go the jewel of her promise, 
and again, all torn and lacerated, in fact, almost 
insane, the lamb was again led forth to ¢acrifice. 
Now, she had become too poor and lonely to 
make her own terms; With no means of procur- 
ing subsistence, she consented, as the sewing

When the blessed sunlight of inipi- 
ration came to them, it shone full and strong 
upon tko am caves of error—it revealed to 
them the dark aud inquisitorial charsbter of 
human authority in every age of the world, and 
liberated the soul from all such bondage by 
leading it to a higher authority. — 1 
A true mediumship, then, is fundamental in 
our philosopby—the only purely democratic 
state—and mediumship, like man, is to be great- 
er than the institutions growing out of it. Thus 
mediumship, pure and unadulterated (when we 
reach its perfection), is the highest unfoldment 
of the age.” It is nothing against the vital puri- 
ty and value of mediumship, that it is now 
chaotic, being disturbed,abusal, broken—let us 
turn from this to the overwhelming facts of the 
age—lIct us point our finger in the face of all 
boastfal and cautious dissenters in our ranks, as 
well as outside, to the uneducated Seer, A. J. 
Davis, whose manos works are the fruits 
of a Hürmonial inspirition and medlutship! 
Let us cout our hundreds and thousands of 
pentecosted souls, whose tongues of firo have 
burned into the souls. of- men solutions of the 
most difficult problems that ever agitated the 
human mind! Let us stand beside the living 
Bethesdas of to-day, when assemble the Healers 
of the holy mountains, and list to vespers from 
the loosened spirit, as in the resurrection of a 
true life, it leaves behind its mantle of discase 
and doubt, joins the glad army of the truly free, 
und lifts its banner fearless of opposition!

Puss is the exact stave of facts which is recur- 
ring iu every age, and which, from the very mi 
ture ob human society and of the human mind, 
musi continually cur. Men in the beginning 
afe educated Jargely by giles or by symbols; apd 
this kind of instruction, Though yecessary from 
the nature of mau, always involves more or ler 
of hmitation and of errut. And as mea rise in 
Une scale, there will always be tbose wha will 

shoot faster Hr wurd, and dispern principles in- 

stead of rules, and will, therelore? be in a œn- 

Uition to dropa thousand instrumente that are 
concerned in Fight living, while they hold on to 
the substantial spirit of right living. Bat while 
they are doing thus they are obliged ts de it in 

the presence and under the interpretation of 
those that are lower than they are. A man all 
tow life long bas a superstitious potion regarding 
Certain observances which, when be comes to be 
twenty-tive or thirty years of agr, he sees that he 
may dispense with; that they were mere instru- 
ments; that there was no sanctity in them, 
though there was tomeduse, 

* But those shat are belaw bim,and round about 
him, have a superstitious feeling with respect 

to these things; and his example is very apt, not 
so much to enlighten In, as to shock; and 
Urry ate led to teel ! here is no wrong in 
certain things which before they always suppos- 
ed to be wrong ;that things bre right which to 
them are net right. And the agile Inys down 
this rule: That it isa poor use to make of one’s 
superior intelligence, aud the liberty that gues 
wilt Ht, te set such an example as leads men t 
stumble to their hurt; ns misleads their weaker 
jedgwent.

. Suffering, In its most comprehensive sense, is 
universally accepted as the measure of value 
which one puts upon an object, By suffering 
Tdo not mean simply pam; but care, laboraime 
endeavor. How much of themselves men will 
give for one another, measures the worth ia 
which that other ished, “I love you,” may 
mean only, “you are my plaything.” To say, 
“ I jove yoo,” may mean only, “Lleve mysell,”- 
Bot they that lye truly. love under conditions 
in which they will be willing to give themselves 
for the object loved; ard how iu they esteem, 
value, Tove, ia measured by what they are will- 
ing io suffer. A man may love another without 
being obliged te sulfer lar him. That is, there 
may be no necessity kr putting the strength of 
is love to a test, But i ane is brought inth these 
«circumstances, where is his affection? In other 
words, how much ot one's self one will part with 
for another, indicates the value put upon that 
other. True love will give up for another's sake 
time and convenience, It will Take its own 
coutses to lake on care and activity for thatoth- 
er. It will continue to do this through long 
periods. It employs reason, moral sense, affec- 
tion, and, in short, all the rewnirces of its being, 
for the sake of that friend. Tt will, as tt were, 
stop the flow of life du the channels ot one's own 
being, aud pour it into the life of another, to 
give bim pleasure, power, honor; aod happl. 
ness. And when, In some great exigency, all 
this will not avail,and nothing will do but to 
ield up the very substance of secular life, then 
tare, in the glory of its power, goes to death as 
to the consummation of itself, and leaves u wit- 
mess to itself which all mankind can recog- 
nize. . * 
For it 18 the universal mstinct, and judgment 
aswell, that greater love than this can no man 
akur, that he bay down hiv life for a friend. 

Even when this is the fruit of instinct, it is 
impressive. The bear that dies defending its 
cubs, whe does not admire it?

developed to comprehend it? A man is bound 
t his knowledge, his conscience, bia affec- 
ti is pleasures, his privjleges, his influence, 
subj ct to this great law, “Christ died for men, 
and | must live for men, and resfinin my power, 
and forego my rights even, for their sake. There 
is nuthing on earth that ought tobe so sacred 
te me- Myself should not be more sacred to 
myself than is that human being for whem 
Christ diea” But how paganism yet lingers- in 
as! How we love to lash with oar tongue men 
that do not believe as we do! We love to 
specify different gradations and classifications 
of men, and indulge in contemptueus remarks 
concerning them! And yet, there is not 4

Reformation, whose Issacs have not yet calmin- 
ated, with one united voice the devotees to the 
Church, cried out, “ [tus alone,” but the hero- 
ic Reformerdetied their power, and the spirit 
of Protestantisin ipcarnated in Lither, became 
the inspiration of all succeeding struggles against 
tyranny, 

Farther down the line of historic events camo 
another reformer, whest name like that of 
Jesus, which while on earth, was coupled with 
that of the theologie Devil. When prompted hy 
a love of truth. and of his em men, he ex- 
posed the errors of the religions and political 
world, and supported his positions by incuntest- 
ible proof drawn from their own anthorities, ho 
was assailed by a storm of wrath, which not 
only ssid “ Let us alone,” but which vented it-

E. S. WHEELERS SECOND SUNDAY AT 
s LIBRARY HALL. 

Mr. E. S. Wheeler coatinued his lectures in 
Library Halli in this city, on Sundsy, March 
14th.

In the report of last Sunday's lecture a typho- 
graphical error, made the Speaker say the idea 
of Spiritualism is the harm n of sun and pow- 
er; corrected it should read the harmony of law 
and power. > 

Of course our report under tbe circum- 
stances, cannot do justice to arguments and 
statements which occupied over an hour, in de- 
livery, and were condensations in them 
selves. . 

The speaker began by saying : 

The mandate of the Old Theology was, “ be- 
lieve!” The teaching of the New Dispensation 

is Investigate !“ ~ e 
“Dogmas are displaced by Demonstrations,and 
Faith crystalizes into Science“ 7 = 

Man is a religious animal, he laughs.he weeps, 
he prays, be aspires to Immortality, he is the 
beast plus a capwity for religious sentiment— 
Religion is not the creation of revival “machia- 
ery, we cannot become fully religious by inoc- 
ulation. The uneducated may be moral. the un- 
cultured may be spirltus!, but religious fallness 
means the brains as well us the heart, the intel- 
Ject as well as the emotions. 

We talk of intuition, of revelation, of faith ; 
thoughts are things; laws are palpable, princi- 
ples objective, whenever we are In the high- 


vest degree clairvoyant: “The eye of Faith,” is 


clairvoyant vision, and the church has done 
well in maintaining the credit of the theory. 

All vision is liable to obhquity, and bigots are 
victims of spiritual strabuimus, We correct the 
errors of optical delusion by the use of other 
senses. We bear, we feel, we smell, we taste, 
and the blanders of the eyes are rectified by ex 
perience, 

Vision breeds theory, investigation demon-
